COURT SUITS IN ALABAMA AND CHATTANOOGA 
SEEK KLAN BAN 

NEW YORK (LNS) * — An all-white jury in Greens- 
boro may have handed the Ku Klux Klan a license to 
kill with its not^guilty verdict in the murder of 
five anti-klan ^dtonst^^tor^ , But the Klan's legal 
troubles are far from over. In a suit filed in U.S. 
District Court on the anniversary of the Greensboro 
killings, the People's Association of Decatur, 
Alabama is seeking an injunction that would bar one 
Klan faction from any action "Committed with the 
intent of depriving them, as Black citizens, of 
equal protection of the laws." If the suit is 
successful, it could effectively outlaw any further 
activity by the Invisible Empire, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, not only in Dacatur but nationwide. 

"Wet * re trying to enjoin them statewide , nation- 
wide, from future actions that would violate the 
rights of Black people," explained Morris Dees of 
the Southern Poverty Law Center, who is arguing 
the case on behalf of the People's Association. "If 
the judge will accept the class of plaintiffs to 
include all Blacks in th U.S. who are trying to 
exercise their rights, an injunction could apply 
nationally to this particular organization." 

The Invisible Empire and its Imperial Wizard, 
Bill Wilkinson, have been conducti|^;;an aggressive 
national recruiting drive, complete with cross- 
burnings, television talk show appearances and 
speeches sprinkled with racial slurs. The Invisible 
Empire has also been identified as perhaps the 
most violent of the many Klan factions now operating 

The Decatur suit stems from an incident on 
May 26, 1979 when 100 Klan members attacked a 
peaceful demonstration by Blacks protesting the 
prosecution of Tommy Lee Hines, a mentally retarded 
Black Decatur resident, for the rape of three white 
women. Armed with guns, knives, clubs and iron 
pipes, the Klansmen broke .through police lines and 
assaulted the marchers. Two People's Association 
members, Bernice Brown and Larry Smith, suffered 
gunshot wounds in the attack^, ; many others were 
injured by club-swinging Klansmen. Only one Klans- 
man was arrested fori the attack. He faced only a 
minor illegal .weapons charge and was eventually 
aquitted. Butman all-white jury did convict on a 
charge of assault with intent to murder, Curtis Lee 
Rob inson > * 4; B lack protester who wounded one of the 
Klansmen with a single shot as the mob started 
beating on the car in which he was driving with 
his family. ■ • 

Dees expects to see the Klan try the same 
"self-defense" argument; that worked in Greensboro. 
"But they're going to have a hard time selling it 
here," he told LNS, "because they attacked the 
police before they ever got to the marchers „ " 

Several cops wefe injured in the fray. 

Dees doesn't expect to see the case tried un- 
til sometime in the summer of 1981. But the inter- 
vening months will be put to good use, "going 
through a long, arduous discovery process" to add 
to the list of 41 names included in the complaint. 
Just by lifting the hood, identifying Klan members 
and naming names, pees hopes the court action will 
help deter further Klan attacks and recruitment.

right now by getting him more publicity," Dees ex- 
plained, "But in the long run, I definitely think it 
makes him look bad," 

The court suit also should give a boost to the 
People's Association, a fledgling organization 
forged out of the protests against the arrest of 
Tommy Lee Hines. " We are young," People's Associa- 
tion. President James Guster told LNS» "We are 
learning. We're not looking for no trouble but we 
are definitely not going to let anything happen with- 
out fighting back." 

Guster was involved in creating the People's 
Association in the wake of protests against the 
Hines trial sponsored by the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference and other national civil 
rights groups. "We just had a feeling after all the 
marches and after all the organizations left town, 
we were going to be stuck with whatever retaliation 
the city was going to deal out," Gpster explained. 

"We realized we had to get our head and our ass wired 
together." 

In less than two years of existence, the People's 
Association has conducted an extensive voter regis- 
tration drive, taken the lead in fighting for tenants' 
rights and focused on proposals fox "community 
economic developement . " 

"What we really want to deal with," Guster said, 
"is economic developement , housing and job discrim- 

ination. We have most of our people unemployed. But 
if we can start some projects with real self-deter- 
mination, we can benefit the community and the 
whole city." 

In the meantime, however , the people's Associa- 
tion and Decatutf's Black population " are sitting on 
a powderkeg right here" in a city where only 15 
percent of the population is Black and Wilkinson 
regularly draws 5,000 -10,000 people for Klan 
rallies . 

"We're catching hell," Guster said. "In the 
last year and a half we've had a Iqt of little 
sporadic incidents — cross-burnings , people's 
cars being shot into, a lot of schcjol problems with 
the youth where the Klan is doing a lot of organiz- 
ing. Bill Wilkinson has his little military train- 
ing camp set up 25 miles from the city, so he's in 
and out a lot. He was in town this weekend and we 
had a few sniping Incidents." 

Nevertheless, the People's Association has 
managed to score enough small victories to have 
"gained a lot of momentum," Guster estimates. 

Almost 300 people participated in organizing around 
the last election, backed up by a community that 
"alx^ays shows up and g|ives us food and whatever 
else they can." 

"We realize everybody can't be really active," 
Guster commented. "But if we don't get a toehold 
here now, we're going to be lost. The Black 
economic situation is terrible. Wq're losing too 
much of our land, too many of our people don't have 
jobs. But if people can have a liftle say so in 
what their future is going to be, then we can cut 
back on welfare and government programs and take 
care of our own development." 

If the court suit helps muff If the Klan, it 
could do a lot to help people "have a. little say so," 
to free more people of the fear thft prevents them 
from being "really active." 

Court actions in two other regions have also 
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taken aim at the Klan. In Chattanooga, where an 
all-white jury's acquittal of two Klansmen in the 
shooting of four middle-aged Black women sparked a 
rebellion last summer, the Center for Constitution- 
al Rights has filed suit against the Justice Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The suit asks for $1.5 
million from the three Klansmen who shot the four 
women. It also asks the court to enjoin the Klan 
from engaging in violence or other illegal activi- 
ties. 

And in Detroit a team of American Civil 
Liberties lawyers is suing the federal government 
on behalf of Walter Bergman, a former Wayne State 
University professor who was left partially para- 
lyzed by a beating he received from the KKK during 
a freedom ride in Alabama in 1961. The Detroit 
suit seeks federal compensation on the basis of 
statements by FBI informant Gary Thomas Rowe. 

ACLU attorney William Goldman has taken evidence 
from Rowe indicating that he was encouraged to 
take part in attacks ; against civil rights 
workers to maintain his effectiveness as an 
informer inside the Klan.

"AMERICAN JUSTICE! IS RACIST JUSTICE" : * 

JUSTICE DEPARTMENT STUDY CONFIRMS SLOGAN 

NEW YORK (LNS) — - A minority advisory commit- 
tee to the UoSo Justice Department recently con- 
firmed what Blacks have been saying for decades . 

The UoS. criminal justice" system, the committee 
concluded in its 305-page report, is used to con- 
trol minorities and suppress their opposition to 
white racism. 

11 America stands as a distinctive example of 
ethnic, religious and linguistic pluralism., 11 the 
15-member panel stated, "but it is also a classic 
example of the heavy-handed * use of state and 
private power to control minorities and suppress 
their continuing opposition to the hegemony of 
white racist ideology 0 " : : 

The report charged that "officials in the cri- 
minal justice system deny primary responsibility 
for the violent ghetto uprisings and remain stub- 
bornly insular and estranged, from the minority 
community'o" The stubborn insularity is reflected' 
in numbers — numbers that show minority citizens 
remain "over-represented" in criminal justice 
statistics and "under-represented" among officials 
in the administration of police, courts and prisons 
Blacks and other Third World people make up over 
20 percent of the population of the UoS. Yet they 
comprise* only 4 percent of the nation 1 s law en- 
forcement personnel, while filling more than half 
the jail cells. 

In part, explained advisory council member 
Colonel Tyree Broomfield, deputy director of the 
Dayton, Ohio police department, these statistics 
reflect the preoccupation of the police and the 
public with street crime, as opposed to white- 
collar crime o "The. impact of the crimes on the 
FBI's crime index, such as robbery and assault, is 
small, in comparison to the effect of corporations 
fixing prices," Broomfield said„ "We focus hot on 
the guy who makes millions from powerless people, 
but on the guy who throws a brick through a' window. 1

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BRITISH RACISTS ON THE MARCH 

LONDON (LNS) — Some 500 people, most of them 
young and most dressed, in "skinhead" fashion with 
crew cuts and denims, marched through the streets of 
London on November 23, waving Union Jacks and banners 
of the extreme right-wing British Movement . Whenever 
they spotted a Black person on the street, the 
marchers gave Nazi salutes and spouted choruses of 
"Zeig Hell," 

The demonstration was the third of its kind in 
recent weeks , marking the resurgence of racist, 
right-wing groups in Europe and the United States 
that has led to deadly shootings and bomb blasts in 
France, Italy and the U.So It also brought out some 
3,000 anti-fascist demonstrators, who were kept, away 
from the British Movement march by several thousand 
cops while a police helicopter hovered overhead c By 
the end of the day, 73 people had been arrested 0 

The British Movement is just one of several 
fascist groupings that have become increasingly 
active in recent months, including the National Front 
and the League of St. George . All have aimed 
aggressive propaganda and recruiting drives at young 
whites , with ' the British Movement generally regarded 
as the most violent and openly prp-Nazi of the groups 

British Movement officers, kpowh as the "Leader- 
guard," regularly don Nazi uniforms on Hitler's 
birthday and sport winged-eagle tattoos . Their 
literature proclaim 1 © frequently that the horrors of 
Nazi concentration camps and the $ix million people 
reported to have died in them are simply lies con- 
cocted by Jews . 

Not that the fascist groups are bashful about 
advocating violence to achieve thpir goals . A recent 
issue of the Young National Front newspaper Bulldog 
headlined the call "White Youth Upite and Fight „" 
Beneath the banner, a photo showed a white man kick- 
ing another man in the head, with the caption "The 
boot goes in against a Red attacker ." 

Both the British Movement and the National 
Front project themselves as an alternative to any 
existing government. In its special "Race War" 
issue, Bulldog declared, "The NF pffers the only 
answer to the race problem." After keeping readers 
in suspense for a few pages, the promised answer 
was presented in the slogan "If they're black, send 
them backo" 

ROCK & ROLL AS RIGHT TOOL 

To make their aims easier to swallow, the 
right-wing groups usually attribute them to public 
figures, quoting extensively from pop stars as a 
j way to appeal to teenagers . 

A recent issue of Bulldog claims that "Imperial 
Wizard," a single by David Essex, is "one of the 
best anti-communist records ever released . " Others 
frequently cited as sympathizers of the National 
Front include The Stranglers, The Ruts and Eric 
Clapton 0 

To get their message to young people, the 
British Movement and the National Front hand out 
literature |at school gates, soccer fields and 
unemployment offices, preying on the discontent 
caused by unemployment and adolescent questioning 
i of authority . 

The presence of fascist activists at soccer

games has extended from passing out leaflets and 
selling papers outside the gates to incidents 
inside the stadiums. Recently there have been 
several complaints to the West Ham United Football 
Club about behavior of National Front members at 
matches . 

The National Front even has its own Football 
league comprised of the London clubs and has 
official standing within the Football Association, 

In Manchester, a 3-2 defeat for the National Front 
team at the hands of a Labor Party side erupted in 
a brawl that led to four arrests. 

Indoctrination to the National Front and the 
British Movement probably also takes place at 
weekend camjis run by another Nazi organization 
called Viking Youth. This group is registered 
with the Youth Hostels Association and is trying 
to draw pftople away from the Boy Scouts with the 
lure of more adventure. 

Paul Jarvis, leader of Viking Youth, is known 
to have been convicted for owning gas guns „ Accord- 
ing to the anti-fascist magazine Searchlight , Jarvis 
also operates a mail order book club under the 
name B.M. Thule. His list of titles includes 
Hitler ’ s Mein Kampf and Jewish Press Control , a 
book which claims there is a Jewish conspiracy 
to keep the truth out of newspapers . Jarvis makes 
regular trips to meet with similar groups in Ger- 
many and Norway. 

jin their effort to recruit teenagers, the 
right-wing groups churn out literature that reads 
like a list of slogans, illustrated by pictures 
and captions that leave very little to the imagina- 
tion. In May 1978, Bulldog juxtaposed;' two pictures 
— one of a mass of Black children, the other of 
a picturesque country scene. "Don’t let these 1 
spoil this," read the caption. 

Most of these papers have been ip circulation 
for three years, run at a profit and seem to have 
some success at adding dues-paying members, to the; 
fascist ranks. Their success can te judged by* thd 
fact that the British Movement has started to pro- 
duce another paper, Fact Finder , in addition to 
its two 1 older publications, British Tidings and 
British Patriot . 

Anti-fascists have responded with their own 
publications and by encouraging the Rock Against 
Racism movement as a way to challenge the racist 
exploitation of pop Stars. But anti-racist activ- 
ists fear that the right-wing papers and the views 
they express are making headway in recruiting 
young, white males. 

The British Movement has had notable success 
at mobilizing youngsters to throw bricks .through: 
the windows of Asians’ homes. And a spokespersoh 
for Searchlight estimates that recruitment in* 
the industrial cities of Leeds and Nottingham is } 
bringing in 10 to 15 new members a week. 
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HAPPINESS IS A WARM GUN FOI^ L.A. COPS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment (LAPD) has been busily upholding its reputation 
as one of the country’s most trigger-happy law enforce- 
ment agencies. Within the span of one month this fall, 
three more of L.Ao’s finest were filing new notches 
on their service revolvers and three more unarmed 
civilians lay dead — even as supporters of an inde- 
pendent police review board fell short of collecting 
enought signatures to put the measure on the ballot. 

On October 15, following a purse snatching in 
Beverly Hills, police traced the license number of 
the snatcher's car to a residence in the town of 
Mission Hills. After police officers drove by the 
house, the brother of the suspected thief stepped 
outside. At that point, an officer got out of the 
squad car and shot him. This case of "mistaken iden- 
tity" proved fatal, yet the officer responsible for 
the shooting is still on duty. 


About one month later, officers were summoned to 
thel home of 53-year-old Martin Brantly in the Monte- 
cito Heights area of Los Angeles by the County Depart- 
ment of Mental Health. Officers attempted to take 
Brantly into custody, presumably to have him committed 
to a mental health facility, after neighbors alleged 
complaints about his violent behavior » 

When the officers failed to incapacitate 
Brantly by shooting Taser dar ts at him, they sprayed 
chemical gas in his face. At that ppint, police 
report that Brantly picked up a typewriter to throw 
at them. After a command to "hold ip" was ignored, 
officer Scott R. Burkhart shot Brantly in the chest. 
Police claim that three officers still had to sub- 
due Brantly physically. 

Witnesses to the shooting presept a very differ- 
ent story, however. According to Fred Parpida, one 
of Brantly ’s neighbors, Brantly had some emotional 
problems but "he was harmless. He never bothered 
anybody in the community. He was just a beautiful 
person," 

Concerned neighbors had contacted the Mental 
Health Department to inquire about counseling for 
Brantly, Workers from the Health Department who 
visited Brantly claimed that he waved a pick-ax at 
them. Neighbors say that he had no pick-ax, but was 
seen with a small vacuum cleaner attachment. At that 
point the LAPD was called, 

Parpida ’s daughter Gloria was ope of the eye- 
witnesses who watched the police in action through 
Brhntly’s front door. The witnesses say that after 
being sprayed with the Chemical Shield gas, Brantly 
stepped into the bathroom to wash his face. When he 
came out again, holding a club, he bumped into 
Officer Burkhart, fell, and dropped the club. Brantly 
got up and stood still, leaving the club on the 
floor, Burkhart, who had also been knocked to the 
ground, crouched, called "hold It," and then shot 
Brantly through the heart, Brantly fell and did not 
move again. 


Three days later, in another section of Los 
Angeles, a robbery suspect lay on the pavement with 
his hands handcuffed behind his back. When he began 
to roll to one side, LAPD officer William Litsinger 
shot him in the back. John A. Moore, a Black who 
was unarmed, was killed by the gun shot. Litsinger, 
who later claimed that Moore was pulling his hand 
from his waistband, is, like the other two officers 
who killed unarmed people, still on duty, Moore is 
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too dead to argue, 

NEIGHBORS PROTEST "SENSELESS" KILLING 

Although little is presently being done to 
protest two of the killings, Montecito Heights 
residents have rallied together to show their out- 
rage over the death of Martin Brant ly. 

"It f s senseless," Fred Parpida said of the 
shooting. He added that for almost two hours 
approximately 20 police officers swarmed in and 
out of Brantly f s house, yet they were not able to 
resolve the situation peacefully 8 Parpida started 
a petition drive in the neighborhood, and in a short 
time collected 100 signatures demanding a full in^ 
vestigation into the incident . 

"People in the neighborhood are pretty well 
disgusted," Parpida told LNS. "There isn f t one 
person who I*ve talked to who isn't upset The 
petition was presented to the Los Angeles Police 
Commission which said it would look into the 
matter. > 

"Right now, it f s up to : them. But we're going 
to follow it up," declared Parpida. * If the LAPD 
does not respond to the petition within ,1a reason- 
able amount of time, Brant ly's neighbors plan to 
take further action. 

According to Linda Valentino of the Citizens' 
Commission on Police Repression, the LA^B will not 
disclose the total number of police shooting and 
fatalities for thijs year . "The Police Department 
claims 39 shootings this year," said Valentino. 

But that number may exclude so-called "accidental 
shootings." During the past few years, the LAPD 
has averaged 75 shootiiigs resulting in 30 fatalir 
ties per year. 

In response to the high number of shootings, 
efforts have been made to put a proposal on the 
ballot for an independent police review board. 

This year's initiative drive was called off when 
it became clear that the required number of 
signatures would not be collected. 

Michael Zinzun of the Coalition Against 
Police Abuse said that the Police Protective 
League has shilled out $1 million for publicity 
to bolster the LAPD' s image and to cover up beatings 
and shootings by police officers. There was also 
a general campaign of harassment against the 
initiative's supporters. The Campaign 'for a 
Citizens' Police Review Board is investigating the, 
possibility that the LAPD stole 14,000 signatures 
from the Campaign's office. "We collected approx- 
imately 100,000 signatures and needed approximately 
116,000," said Zinzun. "If those 14,000 came up, 
it would have changed the whole tune." 

However, Zinzun added, "We won't- be intimi- 
dated one iota about not being on the ballot. We 
want to make it clear that that was not the sole 
objective. The major objective was to educate 
the community about police abuses. We fulfilled 
that goal. It is the first step "in bringing the 
community together on the issue of police crimes." 
Zinzun believes that the campaign has had some 
effect on the LAPD as well. "Anytime that you 
have an initiative campaign where 100,000 speak, 
the police are aware of that." 

Another initiative campaign will probajbly be 
launched ^ometime in the future. Meanwhile, the 
protests over the shootings continue . "Everybody's 


been upset by all the shootings/’ said Parpida. 

"They all hurt. But we're not going to let it rest. 
We're going to make it worth tbeir while to think 
twice before they shoot someone,*'

ALUMINUM COMPANY SEEjlNG REMOVAL OF 
ABORIGINES FROM f ACRED LAND 

PORTLAND, AUSTRALIA (WISE/LNS) t- The bulldozers 
are expected to roll any day now in this South West 
Australia town, clearing the way for an aluminum 
smelter planned by Alcoa, The main obstacle to be 
bulldozed away will not be rocks ^nd shrubs but 
people; Aborigines who have been occupying the site, 
one of their sacred lands, since mid-November . 

The Portland smelter is one of six planned for 
construction in Australia before 1985. This would 
make aluminum a major export, being sent mainly 
to Japan and the United States. Other companies 
involved in building smelters are Kaiser Aluminum, 
Reynolds, Pechiney, Alcan and Swiss Aluminum . The 
surveying for the Portland plant has already been 
completed and building is about to start. 

i 

The Gunditj-Mara, the Aboriginal people from 
the Portland area, took their ca^e to court in or- 
der to try to stop the construction. In their state- 
ment they wrote: "From as far back as our stories 
go, we have been part of the lanq, as is the soil, 
sea, rocks, animals, birds and all other creations. 

The land is sacred to us, as it is part of the 
creator. We, the Gundit j-Mara (arid all the Aboriginal 
people of Australia) have never Stopped the fight for 
our land, that land has been our life since the 
Dreaming... We have asked the Stdte government to 
give us legislation for the sacred sites in Victoria, 
but they refuse." The Gundit j-Mara demanded land 
rights legislation, to be drawn pp by the Victoria 
Land Council. But on November 26 the court rejected 
their claim and gave Alcoa the go ahead to begin 
construction at the aluminum plapt. 

Joining in protests by the Gunditj-Mara have 
been members of the North Queensland Land Council, 
from Northern Australia. They are supporting the 
Gunditj-Mara not only as an action of solidarity, 
but also because the bauxite, the raw material for 
aluminum, , would- come mostly j 'from the Aborigine inland 
in NorthernoAustralia. : . 

The Aborigines and environmentalists are not 
just fighting against the smelter, but also against 
all that it brings. To smelt 1 kilogram of aluminum, 
it takes 15 kilowatt hours of electricity. By 1985, 

1 percent of all Australian electricity would go to 
the aluminum smelters, requiring the continued rapid 
construction of power plants. ? ; 

Western Mining Company, a major uranium mining 
company which holds a 20, /: perdept share in Alcoa, is 
hoping that nuclear power plants will be built in 
Australia. In anticipation of this, it has definite 
plans to construct a uranium enrichment plant there. 
With every state in Australia competing for aluminum 
smelters, the aluminum companies are being wooed by 
cheap energy. Western Mining Company is influencing 
energy decisions in the directiop of nuclear power. 


This situation can be compared tq the relationship 
between the French aluminum corpqration. Pechiney 
TnOOTJ December 12, 1980 more . . . 
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and the nuclear power plant at Borssele in the 
Netherlands. Pechiney receives cheap nuclear en- 
ergy for its Dutch aluminum plant while it is it- 
self heavily involved in the nuclear industry. 

Ian Clarke, chairman of the Victoria Land 
Council and a member of the Gunditj-Mara community, 
is presently on tour to tell of the people's strug- 
gle, and to a'Sk that pressure be put on the govern- 
ment of Victoria State in Australia.

MORE MURDERS IN EL SALVADOR — 

U.S. SENDS TEAM TO INVESTIGATE 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The murders of six Democrat- 
ic Revolutionary Front (FDR) leaders has led to 
increased violence in Ej. Salvador, and inter- 
national protest against the country's ruling 
junta. 

On November 27 the FDR, a coalition of trade 
unions;, professionals, farmworkers, students and 
small business groups held a meeting of their exec- 
cutive committee in a Jesuit high school in San 
Salvador. 200 uniformed and civilian-dressed Sol- 
diers surrounded the building, and stormed the 
meeting, seizing the six leaders and two other 
members of FDR. That night the bodies of the six 
were found — strangled, shot, and some mutilated. 

A group calling itself the Maximailiano Hernandez 
Martinez Brigade has claimed responsibility for 
the killings. 

A continuation of violence kept thousands of 
FDR supporters away from the funeral of the six 
leaders . When the bodies were to be on view at 
the Metropolitan Cathedral, a bomb exploded which 
blew the corpses all over the church. At the fu- 
neral itself police and armored tanks were notice- 
ably present. Buses arriving from rural areas 
were stopped and turned back. 

"The funeral was held in very tense circum- 
stances," said Bob Armstrong, of the North American 
Congress on Latin America (NACLA) . "There was too 
much of a military presence." Despite the numbers 
of troops, 5,000 people did demonstrate at the 
funeral. 

In the U.S. there have been numerous demon- 
strations against the murders. "If anything has 
been positive about the assassinations ,> , this has 
given a tremenddus impulse to the solidarity 
movement," said Heidi Tarver of the Coordinating 
Committee in Solidarity with the People of El 
Salvador (CISPES). Hunger strikes and marches 
were held in Los Angeles, Washington D.C., San 
Francisco and New York. I 

A telephone and telegram campaign to Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie and U.S. Ambassador to El 
Salvador Robert White condemning the junta and 
demanding a stop to U.S. aid to the junta was 
begun. Also, "For the first time in a year, the 
North American press has begun to report on what's 
been going on and stop dealing in cliches," Arm- 


strong told LNS. 

The Carter administration is supporting the 
junta, claiming that the ruling Christian Democratic 
Party is a moderating force between the left and the 
right. Only four months after the junta came to 
power last January, however, the entire left wing 
of the party resigned. Those leaders have since 
joined the forces in opposition to the junta. 

An added impetus to the protests in the U.S. 
came with the killings of three American nuns and 
one lay worker a week after the six FDR leaders were 
murdered. The women, who were active in helping 
peasant refugees in El Salvador, had previously 
received threats from rightist groups, but remained 
in El Salvador. On December 2, two of the sisters 
went to the airport to pick up the others who were 
returning from Nicaragua. They were not seen again 
until their bodies were found two days later. They 
had been shot and buried in a common grave. The 
U.S. has expressed disapproval by sending a Presiden- 
tial mission to investigate the incident, and by 
suspending military and economic aid. 

These sanctions are not likely to last long. 

The U.S. government has continued to aid El Salvador 
despite all previous acts of terrorism by the junta. 
The Carter administration has given the junta $90 
million in economic aid this year, and $5.7 million 
in so-called "nonlethal" military aid. Recently an 
additional 55 million for nonlethal military aid was 
approved. There has also been the possibility of 
direct military intervention during the past four 
years. "The likelihood of intervention is even 
greater as a consequence of Reagan coming to power," 
said Armstrong, The United States may go to great 
lengths to prevent a leftist government from seizing 
power in El Salvador, fearing the "domino effect" 
in Central America. If El Salvador goes, the pro- 
U.S. government in Guatemala may not last long 
against popular forces in that country. 

Despite the loss of the FDR's leaders, "The 
movement is well rooted, there are people who will 
replace them," said Armstrong. The rightists are 
also regroupong as is shown by the ousting of the 
least conservative member of the junta, Colonel 
Adolfo Arnoldo Majano, on December 7. It is likely 
that there will be more confrontations, and deaths, 
soon. As Armstrong put it, "This has demonstrated 
without a doubt, it is impossible for there to be 
a negotiated solution." 
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YOUTH /RIGHT-WING 
KISS OF THE DEVIL 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Abortion, the ERA, gay rights — 
they're all immoral said the right-wing fundamental- 
ists who claim to have played a major part in giving 
Ronald Reagan a four-year lease on the White House. 

And now at least some of the same guardians of the 
nation's soul are taking aim at another threat to 
America's moral fiber — kissing. 

A brochure published by the Pilgrim Tract Soci- 
ety and getting massive national distribution out of 
the group's Randleman, North Carloina headquarters 
levels a stern warning against "this devilish kissing 
business ! " 

"Kissing among young people has become a common 
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thing, and is considered a legitimate practice 
by many," 'concdde^f the author , who writes under 
the name Evangelist Harry Black. But in fact, he 
fumes, "it is one of the most dangerous things 
that young {Supple can do. Thousands of boys and 
girls can mark their downfall to their first, kiss." 

Evangelist Harry doesn’t offer any quick sol- 
ution to this dire threat. Victory can only be 
won and morality preserved, he suggests, when 
young people realize that "there is glory and 
triumph and high honor in being able to say you 
have never been kissed."

RADIOACTIVITY FOUND IN RIVER 
NEAR LA HAGUE REPROCESSING PLANT 

NEW YORK (WISE/LNS) — A river that runs 
near the nuclear ; spent-fuel reprocessing plant in 
La Hague, in the northwest of France, is polluted 
with radioactivity, according to a study released 
on December 9 by the French anti-nuclear group 
CRILAN. 

On September 22, an accident at the La Hague 
plant, involving a pump failure, caused radio- 
active water to overflow the basin it was stored 
in. Large quantities of water eventually leaked 
outside of the plant area, but authorities denied 
that any of the water could have gotten into the 
nearby St. Helene River. At the time, officials 
said they had checked the river water and found 
it free of contamination. 

Unsatisfied with the results of these tests, 
the local anti-nuclear group, CRILAN, undertook 
its own investigation. Samples of river water 
were taken and analyzed at a local laboratory. 

The first results, disclosed on December 9, 
indicate that the river is indeed contaminated. 

Samples of river bank sand taken firom near 
the plant were found to contain levels of cesium 
up to 52 times the normal level. (Cesium is an 
artificial radionucleide which has a hAlf-life of 
30 years.) The contaminated river is the main 
source of drinking water for thousands ) cows in- 
this milk and cheese-producing region of Frances . - 

CRILAN is now demanding that the sand' and ‘ 
soil be lifted from the river and treated. The 
group also demands that politicians in France 
stop supporting nuclear power (this is the third 
accident at La Hague this year alone) and that the 
management of the La Hague plant make all informal 
tion on these accidents immediately available to 
the public. 

The September 22 accident might never have 
been revealed except for the action of members, of 
the French trade union confederation CFDT. Only 
after union members had released their own report 
did the plant authorities acknowledge that there 
had been an accident at the plant. CFDT immedi- 
ately stated that it felt authorities were lying 
about the levels of radioactivity in the water 
that leaked out of the plant and in the river it 
filtered into., CFDT is currently undertaking its 
own investigation and analysis of the river water 
but has indicated that the results published by 

CRILAN are credible. 
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The La Hague plant has been plagued by a series 
of accidents and industrial problems since the early 
1970so In April 1980, a major fire effectively knocked 
out the plant’s electrical system, idling pumps that 
are essential to the plant’s cooling system. Waste 
stored at the plant must be continually cooled. 

Without this cooling system the waste in the storage 
tanks will begin to boil. Emergency generating equip- 
ment was brought intj-o the plant within a few hours in 
April, thereby averting a major accident. But the 
plant had to be evacuated in the meantime . 

Just a month later, some 300-500 liters of liquid 
containing approximately one to 20 grams of plutonium 
per liter spilt onto the plant floor. The exact cause 
of this accident has never been disclosed, but some 
believe it was another breakdown in a part of the 
patched-up electrical system.

CANADA/KU KLUX KLAN 

DRIVE TO BAN THE KLAN IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 

VANCOUVER (CUP/LNS) — Third World organizations, 
labor unions and student groups are rallying to have 
criminal charges brought against the Ku Klux Klan here 
for "inciting hatred and threatening the peace." 

The Klan has been actively recruiting in Vancouver, 
distributing literature to students entering Vancouver 
Technical High School and reportedly handing out orange 
cards on the University of BC campus with the message 
"racial purity is Canada’s security." 

Delicia Crump of the National Black Coalition has 
written British Columbia Attorney General Allan 
Williams asking permission to bring charges against 
the Klan under section 281-2 of the criminal code for 
willful incitement and promotion of hatred. Student 
organizations at the University of BC and Simon Fraser 
University are now sending telegrams to Williams urging 
that he allow Crump to lay the charges, as is required 
under the code. 

"The Klan is a criminal, vile organization and it 
should be banned," said SFU student society officer 
Doug Fleming, who plans to push for full student 
society support of the campaign. 

Crump, who is also president of the BC Associa- . 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People, says 
Williams is stalling on her request. She charged 
that the provincial government "is talking out of both 
sides of its mouth." So far Williams isn’t talking 
at all, leading Crump to ask if his silence indicates 
"that he is supporting the Klan? If he is not sup- 
porting the Klan, then why is he hesitating to stop 
them?" 

"There is no doubt that the (criminal) code was 
broken," Crump stated. "What I’m hoping is that the 
court would just ban the Klan out of BC period. 

People don’t realize they are serious. Do they have 
to kill someone first?" 

Meanwhile, the BC Federation of Labor has asked 
education minister Brian Smith to take steps against 
the Klan’s distribution of literature to high school 
students .

COMING SOON TO YOUR LOCAL THEATER-- 
MORE" RACIST MOVIES 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The signs on the marquees 
boast the stars — Charles Bronson and Paul 
Newman. But the signs carried by picketers in 
front of the theaters roast Bronson and Newmfih 
for appearing in "Borderline" and "Fort Apache — 
the Bronx/' two new movies that glorify and roman- 
ticize police and border patrol agents while de- 
picting Hispanic and Black communities as populated 
exclusively by criminals and degenerates,, 

Chicano organizations have launched a cam- 
paign against the Lord Grade film "Borderline/' 
which according to its producers portrays "the 
plight of the illegal alien from south of the 
border/' The grade-B thriller stars Charles 
Bronson as a border patrolman who seeks revenge 
for the death of a fellow officer by single- 
handedly stopping the flow of Mexican immigrants 
into this country* 

Herman Baca from the Committee on Chicano 
Rights (CCR) called the film, "a slick Hollywood 
attempt to focus attention away from the brutal 
nature of the border police by glamorizing, ro- 
manticizing and making heroes of an agency that has 
been involved with massive violations of rights 
in the Mexican/Chicano /Latino communities. In 
the context of today's political climate this 
film can only be seen as an attempt to shape pub- 
lic opinion and policy*," 

The anger directed at "Borderline" stems 
from the attempts of the producers to sell the 
film as "realistic" and a "faithfully authentic" 
portrayal of the U.S. Border Patrol, but without 
dealing with the agency's record of brutality* 
According to a review in La Prensa, San Diego, the 
film "shows the Border Patrol as compassionate, 
caring individuals entirely overlooking the fact 
that this same agency has committed atrocities, 
murders, rapes, beatings almost on a daily basis 
against Mexican aliens /' 

This contradiction Is really no surprise* 

The film was made with the full cooperation of the 
Border Patrol, which was anxious to improve an 
image marred by a recent series of indictments for 
violations of civil rights*, Border Patrol Chief 
I>on Camaron appears in the film along with 50 Bor- 
der Patrol agents who served as extrfas „ And a 
30 year Border Patrol veteran, Albert Taylor, was 
hired as the movie,' s technical advisor 0 La Prensa 
went so far as to say, "This movie perhaps has 
been mis titled* It should be called what it is.** 
an INS /Border Patrol propaganda film, designed to 
overcome the enormous' negative publicity that has 
been generated by the actions of border agents 
over the past 56 years." 

For a movie that is supposed to be sympathetic 
to illegal workers, it only succeeds in revealing 
the prejudice of the people who made it by portray- 
ing Mexicans and Chicanes as relying on the macho, 
white officers of the Border Patrol. "The message 
is, what we need on the border is more Charles 
Bronson-types to help those poor undocumented 
workers," said Herman Baca of CCR. 

The film reverts to racist stereotyping. All 
the Mexican characters break the law in one way 
or another. Women are portrayed as prostitutes. 


and men as alcoholics. Needless to say, neither 
the men nor the women have a shred of political con- 
sciousness. 

CCR greeted the film's opening at a downtown 
San Diego theater with 200 protesters. Other demon- 
strations against "Borderline" took place in Redlands 
and Los Angeles, Calif ornia, and in Tuscon, Arizona. 

"CCR will be conducting a campaign to inform 
Chicano organizations in the U.S. and to contact 
organizations in Mexico- in order to expose the 
hidden agenda in the film," Baca said. "Our inter- 
est is not to become film critics, but to point out 
what the political implications are when Hollywood 
can convince people that falsehood is truth. There . 
is something wrong with the production of such films." 

Much the same sentiment, is being expressed by 
community activists all the way across the continent 
in New York's South Bronx about another movies "Fort 
Apache -- the Bronx/' The film is set in the 41st 
precinct of the South Bronx, in a landscape of 
gutted abandoned buildings that has already served 
as the backdrop for a parade of politicians promising 
urban revival. The major xaotion picture, produced 
by Time-Life Inc. and distributed by Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fox will begin its first run in February. It 
brings together three media stars who have in the 
past cultivated liberal images through the if roles 
in film and TV — actors Paul Newman and Ed Asner, 
and producer David Susskind. 

In the South Bronx, an area devastated by 
cutbacks in services and high unemployment, a film 
which portrays the people of the community as "punks" 
and "degenerates" is seen as simply another attack. 

"We will go anywhere in the city to protest this 
film," Nilda Rodriguez, a spokesperson for the Com- 
mittee Against Fort Apache (CAFA) told LNS. 

The 20 community groups that form CAFA are 
attempting to build a boycott of the movie, claiming 
that "Every dollar spent at the box office is en- 
couragement for those who want to profit by inciting 
racist hatred." 

CAFA's opposition to the film is based on Its 
analysis of the screejaplay by Heywood Gould, loosely 
based on a novel by ex-Bronx policeman Tom Walker 0 
In the film one cop explains what is behind the 
title thfct recalls an old John Wayne film. "This 
is not a police station. Captain," he says of the 
41st precinpt station house, "it's a fort in a hos- 
tile territory." On a controversial ABC television 
special called, "The Police Tapes," former South 
Bronx Police Commander Bouza provided a sharper poli- 
tical perspective, stating that his troops functioned 
essentially as "an occupying army." 

According to the Time-Life ad in Variety, Fort 
Apache is a 40-block area with the highest crime 
rate in New York, inhabited by "Youth gangs, winos, 
junkies, pimps, hookers, maniacs and cop killers." 

The screenplay stereotypes all Blacks and Puerto 
Ricans as degenerates and the women as prostitutes 
and junkies in particular* Nilda Rodriguez said, 

"The screenplay portrays white people as 'cowboys® 
and negative!^ portrays our people as 'Indians' and 
'savages,"' Not a glimpse is given of the intense 
community organizing and political activity that was 
going on in the South Bronx at the very time the 
events in the film were supposed to have taken place. 
Nor of the harsh police response that met protests 
by residents fighting to save their community. 
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"We're in the worst place on earth,” one po- 
lice lieutenant in the book remarks, "No one cares 
about our problems so we are entitled to do as we 
please because the normal rules don't apply to 
us." In 1978 the New York Times named the Sopth 
Bronx "the problem precinct, "where police consistf 
ently ignored or discouraged complaints against 
other officers. 

In the film, after much deliberation the 
character played by Paul Newman turns in two cops 
who brutally and needlessly murdered a Puerto 
Rican youth. But Newman does not suffer the fate 
depicted in "Serpico," a movie about a real cop 
who testified about corruption in the NYPD and was 
nearly killed by his fellow officers for his 
efforts. Instead, the hero of "Fort Apache" is 
welcomed back by the other cops and returns to the 
job with renewed strength and commitment. "The 
message," CAFA spokesperson Richard Perez remarked, 
"is that the police can clean up their own mess 
without interference." 

"The reality of the situation in the South 
Bronx and every oppressed community is very differ- 
ent, and this reality is written in blood," accord- 
ing to the Committee Against Fort Apache. A CAFA 
leaflet cites the recent police murders in the 
Bronx of Peter Funche, Louis Rodriguez, Abdul Hadi, 
and 17-year-old Arturo Reyes. "This ten million 
dollar fairy tale, by romanticizing the police an$ 
excusing their brutality and pretending they can 
police themselves — leads people to close their 
eye& and ears to the rise of police terrorism in 
our communities, and our legitimate struggle a- 
gainst this." 

Diana Perez, also from CAFA, told. LNS, "When 
we presented to people what we saw in the screen- 
play, nobody liked what they were hearing,, Every- 
one did their part — people protested, printed 
articles in union and community papers, contri- 
buted money to CAFA — all ip order to stop the 
movie." 

Demonstrations against "Fort Apache" were 
held throughout its filming, much of which was 
done on location in the South Bronx. CAFA and 
local residents tried unsuccessfully to desrupt or 
stop the filming of scenes which portrayed their 
homes as whorehouses. 

CAFA also launched a billion dollar lawsuit 
against Time-Life and "Fort Apache" producer David 
Susskind. The filmmakers were charged with 
"providing the ideological justification for the 
neglect of the South Bronx by the rest of society," 
and with "encouraging police violence and judicial 
inequality." The case, represented by attorney 
William Kunstler was heard in March, 1979, by 
Judge Thomas Sinclair, who ruled against CAFA e 
"It was a victory in that it broke the media 
blockade and showed us capable of protesting on 
that level," Richard Perez said. 

Outside the courthouse, on March 24, another 
battle took place between CAFA and Bronx high 
school students who protested in favor of the film. 
It was later revealed that the students had been 
promised money by an evangelist group working 
out of a Bronx storefront which in turn had been 
commissioned by Time-Life representative Tom 
Fiorello. And Sputh^ B testified on 

April 12 before the New York City Council that 
Time-Life representatives attempted to recruit 
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ijunior high school students to play^ the parts of 
prostitutes for $65 a day. Extras were offered $50 
a day. 

"Our position," Richard Perez told LNS, "is 
that they were exploiting the poverty of the South 
Bronx to pay people to make a film that would only 
intensify the conditions." Community agencies ptit 
adult unemployment in the South Bronx at 40 percent, 
youth unemployment at 60-70 percent „ 

" 'Fort Apache — the Bronx' 4 was like another slap 
in the face for our community," Diana Perez remarked. 
Reverend Herbert Daughtry, Chairman of the Black 
United Front, a member group of CAFA, commented that 
"There are many ways to kill a people 0O . through 
education, through the closing of hospitals 0 You 
can kill a people with racist policemen^ but you can 
also kill a people by killing their culture, by 
taking their history 0 Once the movies and maga- 
zines and the radio begin to portray a people as a 
nobody, it sets thfcm up for physical destruction." 

Nilda Rodriguez, a Puerto Rican, volunteered to 
speak more personally about the racism in "Fort 
Apache." "I come from a large family of eleven," 
she said. "None of my brothers and sisters were 
dope fiends. My parents are working people. I 
resent a film that reflects badly on my parents. My 
family and I watch TV and we go to the movies. I 
don't want them to see themselves in the way that 
'Fort Apache' shows our people because I grew up with 
that myself. It was difficult to fight, to know 
who I was, toff eel proud and honored to be one of my 
race. I wouldn't want my children to grow up under 
that kind of pressure. Some people will see through 
the racist stereotyping in 'Fort Apache' but a lot 
of people will just accept it. The Black community 
has been fighting against it for a very long time* 
It's time to take away these films."

SQUATTERS FORCED OUT OF ABANDONED BUILDINGS 
TO MAKE ROOM FOR LUXURY HI-RISE 

AMSTERDAM (Tageszeitung/LNS) — Heavy street 
fighting erupted for the sixth time this year in 
Amsterdam on Dec. 6 when 2,000 police and National 
Guardsman raided a building occupied by squatters. 

Tanks, bulldozers,! helicopters and a crane fi- 
nally cleared the area known as Grote Wetter ing of 
hundreds of protesters. Throughout the early morning 
and all day long squatters and their sympathizers had 
resisted eviction by erecting make-shift barricades 
and hurling stones at the advancing police. 

Immediately after the outbreak of violence. 

Mayor Polak of Amsterdam warned that he would not 
bow to "anarchism" and said that at least some of 
the protesters obviously had "lost their balance." 

The owner of the occupied building and the 
entire neighborhood, Gerald W 0 Baker, is a real- 
estate investor well-known in Amsterdam for pur- 
chasing blocks in low-rent districts, tearing down 
existing buildings and replacing them with luxury 
apartments. In a city with 1,100 high-rent apartments 
vacant, 400,000 empty offices, and 62,000 on a waiting 
list for rent -controlled housing, such a plan, es- 
specially one backed by the government, can provoke 
riots .
